BRITISH WORKMEN TO DEMAND 
CESSATION OF HOSTILITIES. 

Things That Main War Possible- Muni 

Rs Wiped Out of blatant* 

Declares Leader. 



London, Jury 15.— "Hrll 
man today ar* shedding their blood 
In the trenches and ar* working hand 
In hand with tba government to save 
tbe nation. But when the lighting It 
over. British labor will say to the 
government: 

" 'Wo want no mom wars- — and ths I 
things. that make wars possible must 
bo wiped out!"" 

Ramsey McDonald, member ot par- 
Ilalnent* and leader of the Independ- 
ent labor . party, made tills emphatic* 
statement to the United Press. 

McDonald scoffed at ths possibility 
that English worklngmen would nght 
enforced' enrollment In tbe army II 
conscription ever became necessary 
by a national strike. They would op- 
pose conscription with every argu- 
ment In their power, he said, but 
would not resort to any violent meth- 
ods If they were overruled. 

They Rsslhra Difficulties, 

"British labor realties that the gov- 
ernment Is In difficulty and must be 
helped out," said McDonald. "We must 
forget past troubles and look to ttie 
future by helping the government 
fight for its existence." 

"Do you mean that labor hence- 
forth, will overlook all Its industrial 
grievances and postpone possible 
strikes until after the war?" be was 
ashed. 

"For the present labor Is forced In 
give lag it is Inevitable," was his reply.

HOSPI TAL BE CLOSED 

Bonrd of Directors Claim Lack of Adequate Support on Part of 
the Public and Consider Closing of .Institution 






To the CitUcns of St Louis: 

We, the Board of Director) of 
Provident Hospital, are seriously con- 
templating the dosing of it, because 
of the lack of adequate support and 
proper appreciation of the work on 

e part of the, general public 

The financial condition of the in- 
stitution is good at present. The, 
property is free from debt and there 
nucleus of a building fund in the 
bank amounting to $1,117.20, the cash 
result of the campaign of 1914. The 
obligations for current expenses arc 
less than (£00, with some good out- 
standing claims. 

The building is in fair condition, 
although it has been about two years 
since it was renovated. 

The hospital ought not to be closed, 
but in order to keep it open, it is 
imperatively necessary that assistance 
in the form of .icrvicc or money, or 
ils equivalent, be immediately forth- 
coming. 

Some of us have been in the work 
almost ever since the hospital was 
opened twenty years ago, and are 
willing to continue promoting jt un- 
der the leadership, or with the co- 
operation, of others. 

Wc have been criticised in the past, 
and justly so in many instances, and 
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it in the future, as all institutions for 
the people are more or less the ob- 
jects of criticism. \Ve have no feel- 
ing of resentment on that account 
against any one, but on the contrary 
have tried to remedy the defects com- 
plained of if they were of a substan- 
tial character. 



We are proud of the fact that we, 
_d those who have been associated 
with us in the past, have been able 
to maintain and keep alive the institu- 
tion under such adverse conditions, 
and that we have had the confidence 

f the general public to the <xraitot- 
enabling us to put (6,000.00 in a piece- 
property, besides keeping up ex- 
penses, and to be practically out of 
debt at the end of nearly twenty 
years. 

The hojpital ought to be kept open 

r many reasons, among which are 
the following: 

Because it affords the only oppor- 
tunity for our young women to take 
a course in nurse training in the city, 
and that of itself is a sufficient reason 
fur its continued existence. 

Because it is tlic only institution in 
the city where our colored physicians 
can treat their patients, but that is 
not a sufficient reason for thinking 
that they should be responsible for 
the expenses of maintaining it, as the 
physician must sometimes give up a 
part of his usual fee for the hospital 

Because many uf the white physi- 
cians can treat their colored patients 
only in our institution, and they fur- 
nish about hall of the patients. 

And, lastly, because of the business 
experience ^sincd by us in success- 
fully conducting a hospital, 

"Is it nothing to you" if Provident 
Hospital .should close its doors?

When we apprehend that Jesim 
Christ, the Hob One of God, nflerj^l 
the reproach, the dishonor, the con- 
tempt Ibe Infamy and Ignominy or a 
common criminal's execution, we begin 
to know a little of the ebame or ihe 
cross. We understand. something of 
what Paul means when, speaking of 
Christ becoming obedient unto death, 
he adda, "even the death of the erosa." 

But there Is a deeper shama than 
that of which we hare spoken. ' It Is 
the shame that cam a to him through 
dying; his death Identified him with 
the result of sin. for death la a conse- 
quent of sin, "Wherefore, u by one 
man sin entered Into the world, and 
death by sin; and ho death pasaed 
upon all men, for that all have sinned. " 
So, while Christ suffered the Shame of 
dying tbe death of a common criminal, 
it was greater sbame for bin, the Son 
of God. In whom waa no sin, to die at 
all. 

The teaching of the philosophers 
tbat death la natural to man, Is uot 
the teaching of tbe Bible. Tbe body la 
not the prison-house of the soul from 
which escape la desirable. The body 
and soul united constitute the - Com- 
plete man. This docs not mean tost 
when the dissolution or tout and body 
takes placs, the soul does not survive 
tbe body. The Script urea teach It 
doec; but they also teach that man 'a 
complete personality consists In the 
union of bath, soul and body, atd that 
this will be realized at the resurrection 
Of the just. Death then Is not natural, 
but uonntoraL It hi the resultant of 
sin. and so for Christ to die was a dis- 
grace, a reproatb. a shame. Death had 
no dominion over Christ; no claim up- 
on blm for be waa without sir. "No 
man/' he said, speaking oC hla death, 
"taketb my lite from me, but I lay it 

down of myself. I have power to lay 
It down, and I have power to ink 
again." He alone of all men could 
this. Other men die because they a 
for "death has passed upon all m 
He became obedient onto death; he 
yielded- up ble spirit: that la. he al 
lowed death, tbe great conqueror of 
mankind, to orercome him. Ha suf- 
fered Us shsane. 

But deep aa this sbame waa, the 
■name of tbe cross waa still deeper. 
It was the shame of our sin. For there 
on the cross, "He bore our sins In bis 
body;' there, "the Lord laid on 
him tbe Iniquity ot us all:" there, "he 
suffered for our sin, the lust for the

the one who knew no sin," became

thing else, that constituted the sbame 
of the cross or our Lord. Its baseness 
and dishonor was your sin and mine, 
which be there put put away by the 
aaerlttoe of himself.

"TVe aea blm 
held there, not by the cruel nails that 
pierced bis hands and reel, but by bis 
own .Indomitable will and supreme 
love for us. Human bands placed blm 
there, but divine love kept blm there.

SOLOMON CHOOSES WISDOM. 



LESSON TEXT- f Kings 3:4-16. 

GOLDEN TGXT-The fear of Jehovah 
la th. bcfinnlna of wlaOom. Pear. S:10 
H.V. 

Last week we had the alory of a 
young man whose childhood waa un- 
restrained and unsoverned. who 
proved to bo a asd failure, unable to 
govern the kingdom he so much de- 
sired. Today, by contrast, we study 
the life of ■ younger brother, who. 
under better Influence*, chose the way 
that lead* to true success. Emphasize 
therefore the fact that this Sunday la 
"Decision Day." 

I. Solomon's Part <TT. 3-9) (1) 
Preparation (v. 3), Solomon was look- 
ing out of the open' gateway of life. 
Still the text suggests that there waa 
preparation for hla bearing- « God-*' 
wonderful promise, "Ask What I shall 
give thee." (a) He "loved the Lord" 

(v. I). It was a wonderful kingdom 
David bad beQuestbed to hla son. 
enough to entice suy young man, yet 
It waa m the "statutes ot David" and 
In the worship of Jehovah that Salo- 
mon had bis chief delight (b) He 
"went to Qlbeon" (v. 4) because there 
at the tabernacle (the temple was 
not yet built) Jehovah particularly 
manifested himself to the people (I 
Cbroa. li:l9| Ex. 29:12, 11 R. V.). 

(2) Presentation, (t. J). He offered 
"burnt offerings," a thousand, when 
legally one would have sufficed The 
tabernacle was a type of Christ (John 
1:14 ft. V. and John 14:<) and each 
of the one thousand sacrifices also 
pointed forward to the Christ. The 
Christian has a better ground where- 
on to approach God (Heb. 10:1-221 
than that of countless sacrifices of 
rami and bulla. 

(3) Revelation (v. S). Ood appeared 
to Solomon In a dream, we have a 
better revelation in Jeans and the In- 
spired Word, stilt it was a real ap- 
pearance to blm as subsequent events 
prove. {Gen. 28:12', 11; Matt. 1:20; 
Acta 18:9, 10). Scientists themselves 
confess that they know comparatively 
little abont dreams. That God can 
and does even In modern times 'give 
us revelations of truth by such means 
la witnessed by the book by the late 
Dr. A. J. Gordon. "How Christ Came 
to Church."" Thai dream tranafonned 
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<w. B. n. In reply to 
God's wonderful permission to Solo- 
mon, the setting before him of hla 
InQplte resources. Solomon Brat or 
all acknowledged hla debt to David, 
nls father nod's kindness, his faith- 
fulness and "bounty' (marx.) to 
David had been according to the man. 
ntr Of, hla waHdng In "uprightness or 
heart"; and to crown that kindness, 
ha, Solomon, la "the bob to alt on hla 
throne." Thla acknowledgment In- 
volved a definite obligation or 
service for which Solomon felt 
his un worthiness. 

(6) Petition (w 8. »). Seeing the 
greatness ot the responsibility now 
resting (v. 8) upon him Solomon's 
plea is tor wisdom. Already he had 
ahown tbat he had In him the root of 
true wisdom (Prov. 1:7 and Golden 
Text}. Solomon seemed to realliebls 

raapoQtlbllltr. «rst to God and than 
to the people, tor he said, "Who la 
able to -Judge thla Thy great people" 
R V. This I* the true and right rela- 
tion ot duty, public or' private, God 
flrst, the people afterward. Solomon 
asked (or a "bearing heart" (see R. 
V marg). Such a request wsa of 
more value than great riches (Prov. 
3:13-18) and waa In line with hla la- 
ther David's petition (I Chroo. M:1S; 
N:ia); another suggestion aa to how 
fathers should pray Cor their' sous. 
II- God's "art, IT. IMS. (1) His 
Pleasure (rr. 10. 11). Solomon had 
not asked tor self, tor pleasure nor 
for earthly power and hence God's de- 
light. God detlghta'ln an Intelligent 
prayer (Prov. 1E:8>. It la a greater 
thing to make a speech that pleases- 
Ood than one to please man. Verse 
eleven tells of some ot the things Sol- 
omon might have naked tor.

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MAKE LYNCHING A FEDERAL OFFENSE 

Under, ths Constitution oi the United States, the American 
XegTO is a citizen of the United States. As a citizen, he is entitled 
to all the constitutional rights of any other citiren. Among' these 
rights are "life, liberty and the. pursuit "of happiness. 1 ! .'V 

His pursuit of happiness is badly handicapped by wicked dis- 
eVtminatton, outrageous oppression, and, in many sections, illegal 
segregation.' 

His liberty is made largely a mockery by bitter prejudice, un- 
til in many respects his condition is little better than the slavery 

n'i-old.; - • 

"His lift; highest and most, sacred of all privileges given by the 
Creator, anil His onlv to take away— his life is it the will and 
pleasure of the mob. Guilty or innocent of any wrong, it matters 
not: it onlv depends upon whether the gentlemen and cavaliers 
who chance to have a white skin are in mood for bloodshed. If so, 
a. lynching hce is an easy and convenient outlet. "One nigger less 
—much the better!" 

We do nOt^stop to express our opinion of* lynching. Wc do 
mot dwell "on its un-Christian character, its aspects of plain barbar- 
ism, its disgrace to an enlightened age and country, and its parody 
■ >ii American freedom. 

Vet all these points might be enlarged upon, in view of the 
fact that this country claims to be the typical Christian country of 
the" ivorld. boasts of its civilization, is proud of its enlightenment. 
anil :calls itself "the land of the free and th'e home of the brave." 
Freedom ! Where? Bravery? How! j _, 

As a mere physical matter, it is as easy tp-4yjich a Negro as 
it is to slaughter a lamb. And as for shooting -the^body full of 
holes, why, children could do that. Bravery, indeed! 

The government, either state or national, which permits these 
recurring Ivnchjnus and lifts not a finger to stop them forever, is 

lacking in every sense of moral courage. ' 

When' yoiTccnsiileY the" trcatmenf'b7"tlie*N r cgro~in~thU coun- 
Iry — his only and native country, for which he has lived, and la- 
bored, and fought, and suffered, and died— and then when you add 
to this a consideration of the nation's cringing attitude in its for- 
eign relations, its. appropriate motto comes nearer being, "The land 
of the slave and the home. of the coward." 

But we are diverging somewhat. We started out to say some- 
thing about lynching, and it is. this. Lynching is clearly a viola- 
tion of the federal Constitution; therefore it should be made a fed- 
eral offense. We do net go so far as to £ay, "An eye for an eye 
and a tooth for a tooth," therefore the lyncher should be lynched 
bv statute, or otherwise forfeit his life, though that would be per 
fectly fair; but we do say this. Any person or body of persons who 
take the law into their own hands and -sacrifice a life should be 
mercilessly whipped by justice, and the whipper should be "Your 
Uncle Sam." \Vhy? Because, first, lynch law is an insult to the 
justice, moral sense and peace of the nation, and should rank with 
treason. Second, because the life of every citizen belongs to the 
nation, and he can be compelled in time of need to Jay his life 
down- in the defense of his country, * 

Every Negro lynched means just two things: an insulting 
slap in the' face of the nation, and the absolute theft of a life that 
belongs to the nation. 

Insult and injury! Is any further argument needed to show 
that lynching should be made a federal offense?

NEEDS OF ST. LOUIS 
The needs of colored St. Louis. loom up large before us. We 
see them' as never &efore, distinctly, vividly and sadly. After an 
absence of several weeks, seeing other cities, studying other con- 
ditions and meeting other people, we have returned to Si.. Louis 
with two feelings strong upon us. 

One is a deeper Conviction than ever before of the serious de- 
fects of the St. Louis N'egro in thc^Agrcgatc ; that is, as a whole 
people. The other feeling is a desire and a determination to hend 
our every effort, personally and through the Argus, to lift Negro 
St Louis to the place it should occupy in the nation. 

When compared with other cities we are woefully lacking. 
First and worst is the, lack of unity. In this we seernJobe the 
butt of ridicule everywhere. Then comes trie, lack of pride/whicji 
keeps us low in the social and commercial scale. Then there is the 
lack of federation, especially in religious ^nd civic work. As -a 
consequence, we not only make no progress, but wc are losing the 
-ground we held. 

But we have not space to enumerate. We want to say this: 
the months lying ahead-, are going to be trying months for the St. 
Louis Negro. 'Much, if not all, depends upon ourselves whether 
another year or less finds us segregated, out of the postal service, 
out of municipal offices, racially torn asunder, our churches strug- 
gling, gasping, dying, and darkness before us. 

We are no pessimist — no calamity howler. We only read the 
Mgns of the times. We sound a warning here and now. The signs 
are very clear. <* 

Negroes of St Louis, we have got to come togather tn spirit 
and in union, until we are" one— one in aspiration, one in determin- 
ation, one in consummation. £J£3
